TELEPHONES IN THE CAMPS 


Lumber Woods Prorided with Wires 


f orTSpeedy Communication 


•with OSces. 


Tiroughost the forests, from the St. 


Johns to Vancouver, lumber camps be- 
longing to the same Interests are con- 
nected by telephone, the lines running 
thence to the gawmills cr wood pulp 
works at frontier towns, from which 
communication can be held erea to It* 
metropolis. 


It was formerly the custom of each 


lumber Interest to maintain a force of 
couriers, like tie voyagers cf the Hud- 
Eoa Bay company, tad these hardy 
men. with knapsack, would trarel 25 
miles a day tirotgh the wilderness, 
orer rourh forest paths. 


Now the mill calls each camp In turn 


at stated hours and receives rtports and 
gives Instructions to tie foreman, aad 
It Is not necessary to dwell oa the com- 
mercial advantages of malatalnlngtcci 
close touci between ieaiquarten aai 
outposts In aay eaterprise. Letters are 
read to men showed In the forett 50 
or a iucdred miles away and answers 
dictated by the lumbermen to a stenog- 
rapher, who transcribes them In tie of- 
fice and then mails them to their hczcf s. 


The relative contentment among tru 


men which Is established by this f re- 
queat communication is highly advan- 
tageous to the working force, and there- 
fore to the employer*.. 


The applications- of the telephone to 


the operations of logging are allle novel 
and useful. 
The lines are run tpoa 


forest trees along the banks of rivers. 
and te>phones which are connected in 
sheltering boxes are attached to trees 
and ;cc*neeted to the line. 


The b«te noir of loggias Is the col- 


Itcticg of the logs together at tome 
narrow place la a turbulent stream and 
piling upon each other In a "Jam" to 
which contributiozs are made by every 
log Coating dowa tie river to this spot. 


The formation of a Jim results from 


some obstacle and generally occurs 
without warning, and it requires great 
labor, fraught with peril, to remove 
tie logs from their constricted position. 
It is frequently necessary to nse dyna- 
mite, and much lumber Is destroyed by 
tuea explosions. 


With tie cse cf the telephone warn- 


ing cf the Initial formation of a jam 
can be glren by one of the men pa- 
trolling tie banks, who telephones to 
the mea up tie river to ttopthefcrther 
Cow of logs at calm 
places termed 


"trips," and It Is aa easy matter to 
break the small Jan-« for which further 
assistance can be tad by summoning 
men from points lower down the 
stream. 


As soon as tie small Jam Is removed 


the men above are told ttrougi the 
teleptot* to release tie logs ie!d at tie 
"trip" and the stream of logs is re- 
sumed. 


Under former conditioas a larger 


number of mea were employed, and 
when a Jam wajs begun It was necessary 
to send messengers from one to tiree 
mi>s ttroush the forest In various 
directions to direct the gangs lo step 
the Cow cf logs aad others to summon 
help who were down tie ttreara to come 
up aad Ireak the Jam, which had 
meanwhile time to amplify, and then. 
after tie- Jam tad been broken, tecoaa 
rntsEenf ers muit be sent cp tie stream 
to release the logs at the "trip." 


By the promptness cfteleptoalc com- 


munication the rate of sending jogs 
down U* stream Is increased by ti* 
avoidance of delays. 


B«yccd this tie use of the telephone 


renders leg-driving feasible o> the 
smaller rapid, rough streams, where It 
was formerly out of the question- 


Ignorance Hampers Sder«e. 


The project of running a geodetic 


baseline between Cairo and the Cape 
of Good Hope calls attention to the 
strange to-ttllity often shown by sav- 
age tribes to the operation* of tie en- 
gineers. InlndialttasbeeafocndU&t 
the erection of pillars aad cairns to 
mark the site of surveying stations al- 
most iaevitably attracts tie attention 
of tie tribespeople la tie neigtbor- 
hood. who tubsequently dettroy tt» 
monuments. Similar trouble Is found 
la Africa, South America and else- 
where. For this reason U Is suggested 
that tie oaiy way to cafeguard tie 
basal points of a great trlangulaUon In 
cnciriliied lands Is to fix a, large acm- 
ber cf secondary points, scattered over 
the country, coctlstlng cf natural fea- 
tures which cannot be removed, and 
which win remala unknown to the na- 
tives.—Youth's Companion.

Some Dynasties of European Mon- 


arch* Art cf Comparatively 


Bectat Origin. 


True aristocrats bave a rather cycler 


way of tpeaking of royalty. In spite ol 
their high political position, the ma 
jority of the crowned beads of Earor« 
take by no means a high rank in tn< 
matter of Unease. 


Ia fact, with tbe utmost respect to It, 1 


Is caid, most of Eur^p«'« reigning SOT 
erelgns owe their lofty position, cot to 
rights of descent, but to good luck an] 
their own efforts. 


The dynastic troubles of the kingdom 


of Servla, settled for the time/ being by 
tie accession of Kins Peter, are merely 
lie continuance of a struggle between 
swineherds. 


Both the founder of the present dy- 


casty, Karageorge. and of the late 
dynasty.MI!oshObrenovUch.l*for« their 
entry into the realo of high politics, 
ministered to the nrtds of the humble 
porker, and that only to recently as tbe 
begirnlrg of the last century. 


Sumewbat more distinguished, but by 


ro meats august, is the lineage of the 
kits of Sweden. Oscar II. His line goes 
ro further back than 1818. to Marshal 
Btrnadotte. one cf Napoleon'* hench- 
men, who was Jumped Into the Swedish 
throne by his master, on the dethrone- 
ment of Gunavuj IV. 


The princely throne of Bulgaria is, ot 


course, of Intensely modern 
origia. 


Only In 1SS7 did the present prince, Fer- 
dinand of Coburg, ascend the tbrcne on 
the abdication cf Alexander of Hessi 
both entire forelgnen \o Bulgaria. 


King Leopold of Belgium Is an admir- 


able and popular monarch, but his roya] 
line only comes down from 1SJ1. whea 
kis father, a prince of Saxe-Coburg. was 
nominated king of the newly formed 
state of Belgium. 


Newer still is the origin of the royal 


family of Greece, as only in 1SCS did the 
present dynasty assume political pow- 
er, without having ever bad the re- 
motest political connection with their 
(objects. The present King George of 
Greece Is the first king of his race, and 
Is the'scn of tbe kits of Denmark. 


In 1SCJ the Greeks were without a 


monarch, and almost unanimously 
elected for the post Prince Alfred of 
Great Britain, the late <<uke of Saxe- 
Coburg. 
The position was not, how- 


ever, selected for him by his august 
parents, and so tbe throne passed over 
to the then Prince George of Schles- 
wlg-Holsteln. 


For an empire that dates back far 


before the Christian era. whose dv- 
Iliration Is thousands of years older 
than our own,'the Chinese dynasty are 
little more tban modern upstarts. For 
the Tting family, who hold sway at 
present, only came Into power In I64J. 
and were from the Chinese mandarin 
point of view vulgar nsurpers of Tar- 
tar origin. 


When it was announced that Queen 


Wilhelmina cf Holland would marry 
Duke Henry of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
opinion generally regarded it as an act 
cf condescension en the part of her ma- 
jesty. 


The German princely family, en their 


part, regarded It as co small condescen- 
sion for one of th*!r stock to nnlte him- 
self .with BO comparatively modern a 
rojal family as that. 


For while the Me*lenbnrgs traci 


tbeir descent to GensOrie the Vandal, 
who ravaged the western empire In th* 
fifth ctntury, the Dutch royal family 
of Orange only assumed the title ol 
ting and royal rank In 1S15. 
Before 


that, tbe Oran»e position was that ol 
stadtboMer, a kind of presidential of- 
fice only. 


The royal family of Italy must also 


:»Included la a list of newly-made plact 
iolders. Their tenure of the crown ol 
united Italy dates from 1SS1, when Vio- 
or Emmanuel H., king of Sardinia, as- 
sumed It-

Prior to that Victor was the king only 


of a small territory, which In turn hlj 
ancestors had tecured by exchange fw 
Sicily, of which he was previously king. 
Before that Victor Amadens was merely 
duke of Savoy. The rise of the Savoy 
family from obscure dukedom to th« 
crown of one of tbe great powers li on« 
of the phenomena of history, and ap- 
peals greatly to the Imagination. 


Much Is beard of tbe glories of thi 


ilohenzollern family, cf which William 
1. li the prevailing ornament, but only 
n 1T01 did tie family attain kingly rank, 
having previously htld the obscure po- 
sition cf Margreaves of Brandenburg, 
obtained originally by purchase In th« 
fifteenth century. 


As everyone knows, tbe Hobeniollerai 


cnly rose to imperial rank as German 
emperors, after the war with France la 
U71- It Is. of course, to their credit that 
bey so raised themselves in the world. 
int Is Is only fair to say that the majcr-

kla and a staff of Russian officers en- 
Joyed the hospitality of the emperor ct 
Japan a little over one year ago. It was 
la June. 1S02. that the Russian minister 
of war. the now world famous general, 
Journeyed to China and Japan to attend 
the Important conference held at Port 
Arthur to talk, over tie Russian peti- 
tion la the far rasL All the Russlaa 
high officials then stationed at North 
China and Vlanchuria. including the 
Russlaa minister to China, were pres- 
tent, and to show this distinguished 
gathering honor the mikado extended 
a special Invitation to Gen. Kurcpat- 
Vla and his staff to rrosi to Toklo an j 
tnjoy an entertainment, however brief, 
at the hands of his Imperial representa- 
tives. 


Though the time of the Russlaa mem- 


bers ot the conference was somewhat 
limited, they decided to avail them- 
telves cf the Invitation so courteously 
extended, and this is how It happened 
about IS months ago that Russian and 
Japanese soldiers of the highest rank, 
who are cow using every effort to anni- 
hilate each other, drank tea together In 
the friendliest manner on now tostlli 
toiL 


According'to the oriental custom, 


when this noble officer, representing 
the czar of all the Russlas, called upon 
the mikado la response to the tatter'i 
polite and official summons cups of fra- 
grant pale-colored Japanese tea were 
pissed to the guests assembled in the 
royal tea garden. 


The occasion was an important oci 


from a political standpoint, so the of- 
ficers of each country wore their hand- 
somest uniforms and all the medals 
they could boast collectively. 


A picture was taken of the group ol 


men as they sat under the cherry blos- 
Eoni trees and In th'e shadows of the Im- 
perial palace. To Gen. Kuropatklc was 
given the seat of honor in the center. 
and on one side sat the Japanese min- 
ister cf war, Trrauehl, and oa. the other 
side MaJ. Gen. Murata, also of the mika- 
do's army. 


The Russian general and his distin- 


guished staff presented & striking con- 
trast in appearance to the smaller Jap- 
anese officers. 
Karopatkla himself is

WORST BEATEN NOMINEE. 


Only Forty-Two Votes Cast for Qea. 


Scott, Less Than Were Cast 


for Greeley. 


Horace Greeley Is often referred to as 


the worst beaten candidate for presi- 
dent ever nominated by either of th« 
great parties. la the November elec- 
tion of 1S72 Mr. Greeley was defeated, 
the popular majority against him being 
Z27.000. 


That majority. sa;s the New York 


Sun, though considerable, did cot re- 
cord the fall measure of the disaster 
of the Greeley canvass, for about three 
week* later, on November 19, Mr. Gree- 
ley died, acd when the elector* In tht 
states which' he had carried met la 
January, only three ot them—threi 
from Georgia—voted for Mr. Greeley, 
acd the votes of these three were ob- 
jected to oa the official canva:* oa the 
ground that Mr. Greeley, having died, 
was cot aa eligible candidate to vots 
for. his death being "a historic faeL~ 


Tht Louse cf representatives refused 


to receive these three rotes; the senate 
agreed to. As a consequence, there- 
lore, Mr. Greeley did cot actually re- 
ceive a single electoral vote, bufth* 
Gretley electoral ticket polled SO elec- 
toral and 2,800.000 popular votes. 


A worse beaten candidate for thi 


presidency than Horace Greeley, every- 
thing considered, was Gen. Scott, the 
oomloee of the whig party la IKS. Ills 
military achievements. It was thought, 
would assure him a large popular vote. 
but te actually received only 42 elec- 
toral votes out of a total of 'X, and 
most of these came to tian by slender 
majorities. 


The four states te carried were Ken- 


tucky and Tennessee. Massachusettf 
and Vermont. He had l.SW plurality 
in Tennessee acd £00 In Vcrmoct. 


The candidate for the presidency w&o 


cal what would cow be called a eleaa 
sweep, or almost a clean sweep, was 
James Monroe, in the election cf 1K9. 
There were 233 electoral votes In that 
year, and James Monroe received 23' 
of them. This was before the choice 
ot presidential electors by popular vote, 
which was begun four years later.

Shlmose powder is nsed by the Jap-
